Vitamin G Is not destroy­ 
ed at all. 
Vitam in C—for w hich we must 
look almost entirely to fruits and 
vegetables—destroyed 
or preserv­ 
ed, depending som ew hat />n 
the 
m ethod used. 
Vitnmin (J is destroyed by lo o k ­ 
ing, not because of the heating, but 
due to the oxidation foods undergo 
in th e process. T hat is, it depends 
on the union of the foods with air. 


If air is excluded the Vitamin C 
is preserved alm ost intact. 
Modern com m ercial m ethods of W 
canning have overcome the loss 
of Vitamin C to a great, extent by 
carrying on the preserving in vac­ 
uum.

Great pains are taken by com ­ 
mercial canners to prevent loss or 
destruction of 
essential 
features 
of their products — especially to 
preserve the vitam in content. 
There are several m ethods used 
to keep vitamins in canned foods. 
I For one thing, th e foods are p ro­ 
cessed in as fresh a state as possi­ 
ble— often in a fr. shier state than 
w hen rooking 
is begun 
in 
the 
housewife’s kitchen. There is some 
loss of vitamins in fruits and vege- 
| table.« which are allowed to stand, 
particularly if they have been peel- 
j ed. 


Most im portant is the prevention 
of oxidation during the cooking. As 
ha« been . lid, this is accomplished 
by putting th< fruits and vegetables 
in a vacuum.
